When newspaper people gather at a con- 
vention they spend their time between 
formal sessions and entertainment in “shop 
talk.” They exchange ideas, learn how 
others solve problems similar to theirs, find 
out new ways of doing things, discover short 
cuts which help to keep in line rising costs 
of production ... in general they spend much 
of the convention time in gleaming ideas
